2. Defendant, Chase Home Finance LLC, is a ou-of-State business (Ohio) entity conducting 

business in the District of Columbia and Nashville, Tennes«e and holder of the note u, the said 

P-operty located at 901 Hammack Drive, Nashville, TO 372,4, legal descrip^on tecot^ed as 

826 Woodcran Drive, Nashville, TN 37214. 

3. Defendant, WILSON & ASSOCIATIES, PLLC, ^ Atton,eys a„d Counselor.a.-Uw, 

with theirplace of business located a. ,52. Merrill Drive, Linle Rock AR. 7221, who also is the 

Trustees for Chase Home Finance LLC 

'V. BACKROIINn 

3. The Defendant, through its agents, allegedly have insdtuted Foreclosure proceeding against 
■he Plaintiff for the said property, alleging that the Plaintiff has defaulted on die note and had the 
Piaintiff i„ atrears by one documem in the amount of $7,,788.26(seventy-one thousand, seven 
hund,«, and eight-eigh, do„a,s and twenty-six cents), p,us attorney fees, foreCosure cost and a,l 
accruals, under the ten.s of the deed of tntstand note thtough the date of tender all of which the 
Plaimiff vigorousiy, alleges that the Defendant trustees and Defendam owners and their agents 
mislead her as well as misinformed her by stating incotrect and disputed amounts as due and 
owing. (See Exhibit A) 

4. The Plaintiff states that the docun^ent submitted to her is actually void, because the 
Trustees have not properly sited the Plaintiff name (See Exhibit A) 
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5. AddHonal, i, is alleged U,a, .he anomey fees for ,We work is unjustifiable, to is s,a,ed 
—use i, appears .ha. .he records were „„. research, i. .he r«ord had been search, i, would have 
been discovered to, .he property is regis,e^ i„ ^ Nashville Tennessee, solely in *e PlainUff 
name. Delores Spencer Jefferies. (See Exhibit B) 

6. In addi,io„ d,e Plaimiff smes ,ha, Chase ManhaKan Home Finance has ass.„ed bogus 
charges to her account to ex.or. unjus.ifiable fees from her. 

7. He Plaimiff brough. .0 .he anemion of .he Uni.ed S.a.es Bankruptcy Court U,a. bogus 

Charges were assessed to her account. 

8. Plaintiff states that in the past she was forced to file Bankn^ptcy to prevent foreclosure on 
the property due to bogus and erroneous and illegal charges assessed. 

9. The Defendant's representative Rodney Petty, submitted and affirmed in a affidavit that the 
Plaintiff, owed the amount of $4,873.31. as of February 2004 (See Exhibit C) 

1 0. The Plaintiff states that the affidavit was a false statement which was a act perjury. 

n. The Bankruptcy Court requested proof of all the charges posted to the Plaintiff account. 

12. The Defendant was unable to produce proof because they did not pay to any business what 
they had indicated as paid and assessed to the Plaimifrs account. 

13. After this discove^^, the Defendant was ordered by the U.S. Bankruptcy Court to return the 
money and to credit the Plaintiff account properly. 

14. The Plaintiff states that the Defendant action shows bad faith and that the Defendant's have 
damage her credit unjustifiably. 

1 5. A total of approximately $6983.82 was reversed, however all of the funds still have not be 
credited to the Plaintifrs account. (See Exhibit D) 

16. In addition other fees in the aitiount of $7,610.74 was posted on the account. 
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.7. ™= PlaWff s.« ,hat after co^ence^en. of her case on J»e >6, 2004, *e Defendan, 
Chase Manhanan o„ Sep,e™ber 30, 2004 assessed S433.00 in fees ,o U,e PlaMff acecn, 
unjuslifiable again, which is fraud.(See Exhibit E) 

n. The Plaintiff s,a,es ,ha, she .,„es,ed c.di. for years, requested assisUnce fron, .he 
Federal Housing Au,h„ri,y and assislance was denied, U.e Plaintiff was ins.rue.ed verbally to file 
a law suite against the Defendant. 

1 9. The Plaintiff diseussed d,e shuation in detailed ,o ntnnerous eustomer service 
representative. 

20. The Defendant ignored the Plaintiff request for proper etedi, to her aecount. 

2.. The Plaintiff stated .ha, she would be wi.hho,ding paymen. and demanded tha. complex 

credit be posted to her account. 

22. The Plaintiff also toM the Defendan. on several oeeasions .hat she had in her possession 
funds to bring Sle aecount cutren. upon receiving ciedi.. 

23. The Defendan. did no. credit the Plaintiff's account in fte amoun. of $433.00 until sixteen 
monte after fte ini.ial reques. on Januaty 5, 2006 (See Exhibit F) 

24. The Defendant did not notify die Plaintiff of .he partial eredi.. 

25. The Defendan.'s submitted a mortgage loan slatemem dated January, n, 2006 which 
indica,ed .he eredi. amoun. of S433.00, d,is statement was received on January 23, 2006. 

26. The Defendant did no. submit .. .he Plainliff an acceIera.ion no.iee requesUng paymen.. 

27. The Defendant did no. submi. to the PlainUff a documem informing that she may be 
eligible for receive homeowner assistance, which is a violation. 

28. The Defendant never requested tha. funds .ha. rte Plaimiff indicaKd .hat she had in her 
possession and able .o pay upon the account being credited. 
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29. -mc Defendant did subn,it U, .he Plain-ifTa documen, dated January 27, 2006. indicating 
*a. .he loan „a. forwarded to an a.t„™ey/tn.. to in,n,ediatei, initiate foreCosu. proceeding. 
Attorney fee and costs will be added to the total amom, due. (Sec Exhibit G) 

30. T1,e Plaintiff states that this ac, was intentionally done to extort more money from the 
Plaintiff. 

3 1 . The Plaintiff states that the Defendant are vindictive and has a personal vendetta against 
her because she has exposed them and their attempts to do illegal acts upon her on numerous 
occasions to the U.S. Couls and the Federal Housing Authority. 

32. The Defendant has posted funds received by the Plaintiff to a„oa,er creditors account on 
.wo occasions, however ^ Defendant denied t^eiving payments f„,m the Plaintiff under oath. 
(See Exhibit H & [) 

33. The Plaintiff mailed a payment in the amount of S730.00 directly to the Defendant at 35 1 5 
Vision Drive. Columbus. OH in September 2006, the payment was never posted to the Plaintiff 
account or returned to the Plaintiff with an explanation. 

34. The Plaintiff was forced to request a refund from the United States Postal Service, which 
took approximately 95 ninety five days for the Plaintiff to receive. (See Exhibit J) 

35. The Plaintiff never received credit from a payment of $330.73 that was submitted to the 
Defendam by Timothy P. Branigan the US Bankruptcy Court Trustee. (See Exhibit K) 

36. The Plaintiff states that she is not in default past ninety (90) days. 

37. The Plaintiff states that she does not now what she owes it anything, because the Defendant 
has not credited her account properly for years. 

38. The Defendant has also charged bogus fees to her account since the commencement of the 
loan in 1993. 
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39, On April , 8, 2006, a p™„f of data wa. submtaed ,o Ae U™.ed States Baricn,p,cy court 
for .he Distnc, of Columbia, Tl,e proof of Cai™. indicated that the Plaintiff was in default 
$829.00 for the monm of 7/05 and $6561.45 for the months of 8/05-4/06. $203.00 in late 
charges and additional charges for miscellaneous fees. 

40. The Plaintiffsta.es that she believes that the charges indicated are bogus also (see exhibit 
D). The Defendant's trustee mailed the Plaintiff copy to 826 Wood Oaf) Drive, Nashville, 
Tennessee, which is not an add.ss location in the City of Nashville, and the Defendants are very 
well away of this fact.. The Plaintiff alleges that the Defendant purposely gave the Tms.ee the 
wrong address deliberately. (See Exhibit L) 

41 . The Defendant never submitted a Proof of Claim .o .he Plaimiff at her place of residency a. 

73 Galveston Street. 

42. The Plaintiff submitted a change of address to Chase on 1 0/02/2005, which the Defendant 
confirmed receiving in their letter dated October 1 7, 2005. (See Exhibit M) 

43. The Plaantiff has paid the Defendant a total of $ 8.278, since April 16. 2006. (See Exhibits 
N,0,P,Q) 

44. The Defendant has failed to tell the Plaintiff verbally or in writing the amount of expenses 
assessed to her account which is a breach of contract and unlawful. 

45. The Plaintiffcontacted Chase Home Finance to make a payment via telephone on May 30, 
2006, and was told by Joan, a Customer Service Representative that payments would not be 
accepted, which was another violation of the law because the past due amount on mortgage 
payments did not exceed the 90 day requiremem to justify denial of paymem and the initiation of 
foreclosure, additional, the call was transfeaed to the foreclosure departmem which never 
returned the Plaintiff call. 
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«. The Plaintiff sub^iued ,he pay„e„, ,„ C^ Ma„ha„a„ *„„,^ w«,e™ Union Q„ick 
Collect, transaction number 650-012.5245, (See Exhibit R). 

47. The Plaintiff contacted Cha« Manhattan Hotne Finance again to obtain infot^ation and to 
-ive the issues at hand on ;„ne 5, 2006. and the call was elect^nicall, .ansferred to Wilson 

*AssociatesLLC(50l,21,.,3S8aaerthePlaintiffen,etedhetacc„„n.„un,beri„thepho„e 
automated systen,. The Plaintiff tequested to speak with a supe^isor, 

48. The Plaintiff was connected to a supervisor namely Shannon at approximately 10:35 am. 
47. TTre Plaintiff requested infomration tegarding the date the file was sen. to Wilson & 
Associates fi.m Chase Home Finance and the amount that they indicated was delinquent and the 
amount needed to reinstate the loan. 

49. The Trustees, Shannon of WM indicated verbally that she did not know the date nor the 
™ou„, needed to reinstate the loan, m T^stee also stated to the Plaintiff tha, they only 

foreclosure. 

50. Plaintiff requested a reinstatement quote on June 5, 2006. however to this date, August 5. 
2006. the Trustee has not fonvarded to the attention of the Plaintiff fl,e information requested, ' 
which is a violation of the Right to Cure a Debit. 

5 1 . Tlte Plaintiff states that the initiation of Foreclosure proceeding by Chase Home Finance 
and their Trustee is illegal. 

52. Additionally, the Plaintiff contends that her DuslracessRighjs were violated by the 
Defendants, that the notice of Foreclosure is defective and inaccurate. 

53. Now the Defendant Chase Home Finance seeks to foreclose on this loan on August 16. 
2006. (See Exhibit S) 
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VOIDING THK FH ReCLOSIIRF rai v 

54. Furthermore, the Plaintiff states that the Foreclosu. proceedings initiated are unjustifiable 
and illegal because the Plaintiff is not in default for mortgage payment past the ninety (90) day 
time frame which is one of the regulations of the Federal Housing Authority Regulations. The 
Plaintiff contends that she was denied an opportunity to receive the required information and has 
not been given a CORRECT cure amount in complete contravention of D.C law 5-82 "Right to 
Cure a Residential Mortgage Foreclosure Default Act of 1984) and supporting case law of Bank- 
fund StaffCredit Union v. Cuelar. 639A. 2d 561 (1994). which requires that statement of 
accounting showing how the cure amount was amved at be included in the notice sent to the 
owner. The court, in this instance case, observed that "strict compliance of the statutory 
provisions must be adhered to by anyone trying to foreclose on a residential mortgage. That has 
simply not been the case here as the following contentions will show. 

55. In addition the Defendant has failed to site the Plaintiff name cortectly and they also have 
not properly served the Plaintiff as required by law. 

56. The Defendant has preformed numerous violations in their action against the Plaintiff. 

COUNT I 

(Wrongful Foreclosure) 

1. That the Defendant failed to give the Plaintiff the required thirty (30) day notice by 
certified mail, return receipt requested, pursuant to D.C. Code Section 42-815 (b) (2001) and 9 
DMCR 31 1 (1 986). whereas the alleged Notice of Foreclosure sent to the Plaintiff (in a legally 
insufficient manner, improper service) failed to evidence and include a stamped receipt from the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds, which is the statutorily prescribed manner, to signal the 
commencement of the calculation of the 30 days before the sale, thereby nullifying any alleged

Tha, ,he Plaintiff was no, served »i,h any Notice as ,„ ,he substitution of tite tn,s,ee in 

.his ease prior to the publication of the 30-day notice as required by D.C. Code Section 42-814 

(2001) 

3 ■ That the Trustees have exceeded the powers granted to them by the trust instrument in 
not undertaking the duties delegated to them as aforementioned by Statue. 

4. The Defendant has indicated the incorrect amount owed on the account 

5. Foreclosure notices were not mailed to the Plaintiff, via Certified, Returned Receipt mail 
as required by law. 

COUNT IT 

(Breach of Contract) 

6. That the Defendant failed to sc™ on the Plaintiff as re,uin=d by law Notice of Default 

well as fl,e Notice of Acceleration prior to Ute issuance of the afo«n,emio„ed 30 day Notice 

required by the Fair Debt Collection practices Act 1978, 15 U.S.C 1601, et seq. (1982 & Supp. 

HI 1983). The Defendant subntitted the Plaintiff file to the Law office of Wilsonand Associates 
prematurely. 

7. TTie foreclosure is a material breach of the contract, which caused the plaintiff to be 
damaged. 

8. All payments would have been current, but for refusal of Defendant Chase Home Finance 
and its employees/contractors and Trustee to provide the correct amount due. 

9. The Defendant told the Plaimiff that they would not accept payments and the loan is not 
90 days past due.

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COUNT III 
(Negligence) 

10. Tha. me Defendan, failed ,o follow ft= mandatory required ..amiory provisions 
necessan- and specified by ,he B.C. Code Tide 42 ,2001) and ,hc DCMR for U,e foreclosure sale 
of a real estate property in Nashville, TN. 

n . The S,a.e of Tennessee Codes, requires ta. all foreign con,o™i„„s be issued Certificates 
of Authorities and tha. if said corporations are not i„ good standing, then they are not allowed to 
instituteanylegalproceedingagainstanyperson. Tl,e name used by te Defendant's in dte 
alleged Notice of Fot^losure is Chase Home Finance LLC. A search of the records of the 
Sectetary of state in Nashville, INDICATES THAT CHASE HOME FINANCE, WAS NOT 
REGISTERED TO DO BUSINESS AT THE TIME OF THE NOTICE AND URPORTED 
FORECLOSURE SALE IN NASHVILLE, TENNESS, ITS STATUS HAVING BEEN 
REVOKED SINCE 1999. (see exhibit S) 

12. The Plaintiffs past due payment amount is not thi^c months behind, 

13. The DefcKlant failed to coteclly recite Ute pertinent rights in the notice sent to the 
Plaintiff. Additionally due to the lack of service on the Plaintiffvia of the Consumer Fair Debt 
Letter in a legally sufflciem mamter, Utere is equally no service of the amount as well as the 
denial of the exercise of said rights by the Defendant as a result of the defective SO-day Notice of 
Foreclosure as aforementioned, thereby infringing upon and violating the enshrined due pmcess 
protection granted by the United States Constitmion. as well as mandatory statutory obligations 
required of the PlaimifTs yet unfulfilled. 

14. The Defendant has committed and initiated a "WrongfU Foreclosure", "Breach of 
Conti-act" and has been "Negligent".

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1 5. All lenders, their employees/contractors aad Trustee have a mandatory duty to avoid 
"legal foreclosures, to keep accurate records, provide all required payment related documents to 
the borrower, and avoid committing unlawftil trade practices. 

1 6. All Defendants breached this duty by their efforts to conduct a foreclosure sale while they 
frustrated PlaintifPs efforts to remain current. 

1 7. The failure to keep accurate by imposing bogus charges was the proximate cause of the 
foreclosure, which has damaged the Plaintiff. 

COUNT IV 

(D.C Consumer Protection Procedures Act) 

(d) fail to supply a consumer a copy of a \sales or service contract lease 
promissory note, trust agreement or other evidence of indebtedness ' 
which the consumer may execute; and 

(e) make or enforce unconscionable terms or provision of sales or lease. 

WHEREFORE, The Plaintiff prays that his Honorable Court: 

1 . Set aside the proposed foreclosure set for August 16, 2006 or about 10:00 am. 

2. Enjoin the Defendant and its agents from undertaking the proposed foreclosure. 

3. The Defendants, submit a refund to the Plaintiff for credit that should have been given in 
2004. 

4. Payments received from the PlaintifFand not credited be credited immediately. 

5. Award Plaintiff judgment under Count I in the amount of $250,000 against all 

6. defendants, and wiil also award Plaintiff temporary, preliminary and permanent 

injunctive relief;

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7. Award PlaintilT judgment under Count 11 in the amount of $250,000 against all 

defendants 

8. Award Plaintiff judgment under Count III in the amount of $250,000 against all 

defendants 

9. Award Plaintiff judgment under Count IV in the amount of $250,000 against all 

defendants 

1 0. Award Plaintiff punitive damages in the amount of 400,000.00 for defendant's wanton. 

reckless, contemptuous and vexation conduct; 

1 1 . Award reasonable attorney's fees; and 

12. Grant such further relief as it deems just and equitable
